even the German papers, through whose columns 
he “blew his horn,” with all the “sonorous metal” 
that a brazen foreign adventurer could so easily 
afford. 

We may observe here that he claims to be}a 
French subject, and avers himaclf a native of Strate 
burg, a well known European French-German city. 
This circumstance may perhaps account for the en- 
terprise he manifested, in advertising his marvelous 
nostrums through our city German papers, and 
courting the patronage of the large and thrifty 
Teutonic section of our population. We find him 
publishing his attractive wares in the month of May, 
1860, through the columns of the Herald, Times, 
Tribune, Sun and Daily News, and also in divers 
Sunday and weekly papers during the same year. 
But it was in tho year 1861 that he “ spread him- 
self,” more especially through the Gorman papers, 
with whom he continued to advertise as late as 
November, 1861, when he appears to have sud- 
denly subsided. It was probably about this time 
that? be embarked on his new enterprise for ad- 
venture in Mexico. The chronic civil troubles of 
that country favored the intrepid ambition of the 
speculative “sawbones.” The still darker troubles 
looming up from the bosom of the future, presented 
just the attractions to charm to such a field the vo- 
racity of birds of prey. Mutterings of French inva- 
sion, with the subsequent developments of Max- 
imilian usurpations and imperialism, were just the 
conditions to fascinate the temper of our hero, and 
invite him to ‘‘ mixin” with the Babel-like confu- 
sion. His genius for brilliant ‘“‘ brokerage” would 
there find its element and its level. The prospect, 
under such cireumstances, for romantic accumula- 
tions of “je mopish,” was flattering, and our quaondam 
medical professor, doubtless, hurried to his new 
theatre of action with juvenile enthusiasm. 


But before we follow him to the haljs of the Mon- 
tezumas, let us settle up a little more distinctly his 
medical career in this city. While airing his accom- 
plishments here for extraordinary medical practice, 
thia “Strasburg” ‘graduate found it convenient to 
publish himself as Dr. Charles Albert. By this in- 
teresting alias he was known, to all grateful patients 
and to all newspaper mediums. Why he should thus 
hide in modest eeclusion his real Israelitish patro- 
nymic of Charles Moses Mayer, and associate his 
great medical achievements here in New York with 
a mere stray designation, carelessly picked up, may 
seem a little perplexing. A name associated with 
great personal triumphs in science or in art, consti- 
tutes a property. It is a valuable property, and the 
circumstance that our hero should throw away a just 
fame, honestly earned, with a name merely borrowed 
and afterwards thrown away into the obscurity from 
which it was caught up, may be thought to evince 
an independent indifference to the value of reputa- 
tion, that could only be born of defective self- 
esteem. But perhaps we may be able very shortly 
to throw a little fuller light on this mystery. We 
may further add that Dr. Charles Albert, while 
‘ practicing” in this metropolis, proclaimed himself 
a doctor “from Paris.” The idea of heralding him- 
self as an M. D. from Paris, was doubtless conceived 
by Dr. Charles Albert to throw around his profes- 
sional character a peculiarly inviting flavor. Paris 
is a good ways off. It is renowned throughout the 
world for the achievements of its scientific men in 
medicine and the kindred art ef chemistry, and, as 
‘‘ distance lends enchantment to the view,” if Dr. 
Charles Albert could be understood as hailing 
‘from Paris,” the impudence of the mere adven- 
turer might perhaps be hidden in the cloud of scien- 
tific glory surrounding the French capitol. But let 
us enter a little minutely into this mystery, and 
ascertain if possible the location of the “little 
joker.” We have spoken of Dr. Albert’s bold enter- 
prise in advertising his accomplishments and skill. 
Those advertisements in any quantity are before us. 
Perhaps if we give the reader a few “ specimen 
bricks” from this department of our hero’s genius, 
the reader may reach something like a definite 

“judgment of the -brokci,” unaided by any com- 
nents from us. We therefore select at random

The foregoing advertisement has a visibly charac- 
teristic flavor. As the production of an embryo 
broker, it is suspiciously tinctured wtth the odor of 
the quack doctor. In fact, we may here state, with- 
out further circumlocation, that this is Dr. Charles 
Albert's proper classification, and this was the pro- 
fessional status accorded him during the days of 
h is professional glory in this city. 

But as all things must have an end, so did the 
doctor’s medical career in this metropolis. Hesaw, 
in the distance, “fresh fields and pastures new,” in 
the capital of convulsed Mexico, His medical ge- 
nius on Broadway had supplied him with an avail- 
able financial neucleus, and with this comfortable 
bttle principal in possession, packing up such per- 
sonal ‘‘traps” asa bachelor Jew, of nearly three 
score years of the Strasburg variety, might be sup- 
posed to possess, and gracefully slipping through 
some little claims of creditors, whom he left behind 
to ‘‘ whistle for their pains,” he quietly “sloped” 
off in the direction of- the Mexican capital. In that 
capital he doffed his professional habiliments, with 
the name in whose disguise he had practiced his 
elaborate quackery, vended ‘ Turkey blood pills,” 
and operated for “‘ spermatorrhes,” and loomed up 
in the character of a financial operator of “‘ property 
and standing.” He now assumed the level and 
swung out into the attitude of a “broker,” and 
brought forth from its hiding-place his true Abra- 
hamic designation of Charles Moses Mayer.

Married on the 10th of March, 1864, at the English 
consulate in Mexico, and under the protection of the 
British flag. The reason why this nuptial service 
was thus technically administered under British 
colors, was because the father of the young bride, 
Mr. Benjamin Wheeler, was a British subject. Af- 
ter remaining iu Mexico during the summer of 1864, 
the newly-wedded pair, in December of the same 
year, made a trip to Havana, A rustication of three 
months was enjoyed in the tropical atmosphere of 
the Queen of the Antilles, when, scoompanied by the 
bride’s sister, Mr. and Mrs. Meyer started for the 
cooler airs of the temperate zone, reaching this city 
in the spring of 1865. The parties took up their first 
quarters st the Hoffman House, and subsequently 
ia rapid snocession, they made their “ bed and 
board” at the New York and Fifth Avenue Hotels.

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Gamsiinc Hetts Unvemep.—It is said that 
the Spartans of old were in the habit of exhibit- 
ing drunken Helot slaves before their children 
in order that the rising generation might become 
imbued with a fitting scorn for the ignoble vice 
of drunkenness. The lesson, doubtless, bore good 
and abundant fruit ; and by inducing sobriety as 
a matter of choice and not of compulsion, assisted 
to develop those qualities that placed the Spar- 
tans foremost among the peoples of the Pelopon- 
nesus. Even in these later and degenerate days, 
such teaching by example--were it practicable— 
might prove beneficial as a deterrent from the 
parsuit of many bad practices. But as such dis- 
cipline is unattainable, and men will do wrong 
despite the most marked examples, the next best 
is to throw the glare of publicity upon vice and 
her surroundings, so that if others be not de- 
terred from approaching the portals of her un- 
hallowed temple, the soul and body destroying 
excesses of her deluded foilowers may not be al- 
lowed to grow apace in an undisturbed privacy. 
Hence it is that the Nattonat Poxice Gazerre 
has ever been foremost in dragging aside the pre- 
tentious draperies in which this “ monster of such 
hideous mien” fain would conceal her foul pro- 
portions ; and aught to that end will always com- 
mand our hearty support. 


Some idea akin seemingly to what we suggest 
above, has struck the Louisiana Legislature, 
which has at present before it a bill to license 
gambling-houses at the rate of ten thousand 
dollars per annum,each. The license fee is high, 
but would be considered a mere bagatelle by the 
proprietors of “hells” likely to command ran 
of custom. The corrective feature of the bill is 
one that strikes directly at their pockets, in that 
it abolishes the “hole-in-corner” rigid privacy 
with which gambling has heretofore been prose- 
cuted. The proposed measure contains a pro- 
vision requiring each gambling-room to be on the 
ground floor, fronting on 8 public thoroughfare, 
the apartment to have one or more large win- 
dows, 80 that the passers by may see all that is 
transpiriog in the room where the 
)is being- carried on. Thus honest daylight will 
dissipate the sedactive obecurity which now enve- 
lopes the penetralia of those pits of destruction ; 
and if public exposure carry any terror with it, 
then under the circumstances it cannot fail to 
prove s wholesome corrective, and the fear of it, 
a timely preventive. Thus too, the gambling- 
room will be open to the inspection of the police 
at all hours—to merchants, bankers, &., who 
have “ fast” clerks, and to parents ahd wives 
harrassed by dissulate sons and absenting hus- 
bands.

in all these respects in the production of “ Invest- 
ment,” Wellackian rules have been in no degree re- 
laxed.

Cer- 
tainly it is not for lack of talent in the artists, nor 
for want of care im the selection of good pieces. Is 
it because the French language is not understood in 
New York? If we refer to the report of the Board 
of Education, we find that that language is taught 
in the fifty-two Ward Schools of this city ; that the 
Free Academy, now the College of New York, poe- 


gesses three talented professors. With such means to | snd 


acquire a useful language—why do we not find more 
people understanding and speaking it? And if 
there sre, as we must suppose, a good many conver- 
sant with it, why do they not avail themeelvesof the 
opportunity of improving their knowledge by going 
where they can hear the French spoken in al] purity 
of accent and pronunciation. We consider that they 
are wrong ; the French Theatre must become s per- 
manent institution in the city, and it ought to be 
largely patronized by Americans as well as by the 
French. Any one who has seen “Ls Famille Be- 
noiton” at the Fourteenth street theatre, must have 
seen the difference of pronunciation of French be- 
tween the French and the Americans. Malle. 
Georgette plays with the greatest intelligence the 
part of Fanfan, but she pronounces the French as & 
down east Yankee pronounces the English. Whose 
fault is it? Certainly it is not in any of the public 
schools of the city that she has been taught a0. Let 
the parents be careful about the instruction of their 
children ; let them profit by all facilities they can 
get to have it complete, and when they have such 
an opportnnity of perfecting it, let them take their 
ehildren to places where they cansee perfect acting 
moral pieces, and hear excellent French spoken. 

Mdlle. Naddie will give her farewell performance 
on Thursday evening. What a pity that the opera 
comique, in which she played so conspicuous a part, 
could not be supported. Mdlle. Laurentis, whom we 
recollect with much pleasure, has been engaged at 
the Theatre of the Palais Royal in Paris.
